There is now being exhibited in 
the galleries Of A. 0. Fredericks, 
in West Fifty-seventh Street,, a 
collection of paintings and etchings 

the interest in the intrinsic merits 
of which on the part ol the art con- 
noisseur is rivalled only by the 
even greater Interest in the person- 
ality of the artist 

His name is Cadwallader I. 
Washburn, the scion of an old and 
well known family, and a wealthy 
young man to boot. Hut up in the 
Sixty-seventh Street studios, where 
he etches and paints from daylight to 
dark,- they call him the "Silent 
Artist." No one in ad that busy 
artists' beehive work so passionately 
unceasingly as he. From the 
time that the winter's light has 
crept up from the Park (Ioj 
tne east and grown strong enough 

to peer through! his ground 

skylight until the moment the last 
lingering ray has failed at evenlall, 
Cadwallader Washburn has sat at 
his easel or his etching board with 
uevtr a sound to break thostill- 

jave the splashing of his damp 

brushes upon the canvas or the 
delicate scratching of his etcher's 

point. 

And yet th" si illness that per- 
vades his studio is not disturbed for 
Cadwallader Washburn by 
such gentle sounds as thes 
deaf-mute since the age of three, 
the " Silent Artist" knows no sound 
save the spirit voices of the men 
and women whom he idealises upon 
canvas or shadows forth in tender 
outline from the surface of a mere 
bit of copper. 

And yet, in spile of his affliction 
there is probably no artist in all 
that life loving and life living pro- 
fession who lives a fuller life or one 
tilled with a greater variety of en- 
joyment than does Mr. Washburn. 

When his work day is over he 
diverts himself with society. Since 
his early Childhood he has been an 
Indefatigable traveller. He has 
been everywhere, all over Europe a 

score of t i in s, to the Orient, across 
the Himalayas and down into the 
heart of Africa. And always he 
has been on the lookout foi mater- 
ial, the Very essence of which he is 
now presenting in his first public 
exhibit in this country. 

Since he was a Very small boy the 
"Silent Artist" has been devoted 
to his work. His lirst training lie 

received ai the Massachusetts 

Institute of Technology, where he 
perfected himself in the principles 
of architecture. Later he became a 
pupil of William M. Chase here in 

New Fork, and from Chase's hands 
he went to Spain to learn what he 
could from .loakin Sorolla; and 
then to France, to become at last 
the pupil of Albert Kesnard; and 

after Besnard to exhibit annually 

in a long aeries of brilliant Parts 

salons, extending from tne 

1 S'.bi until a Ithoui intermis- 

sion.

Always Mr Washlrirn has been

communion with the spirit of any 
and all occasions. In a deft, quick 
hand he transfers his remarks and 
inquiries, his theories and his jests, 
upon the small writing pad that is 
always m his hand, and his in- 
alienable amanuensis and secretary 
just as quickly transcribes for bim 
the crossfire of conversation going 
on around him. 

It was by a similar process that 
Mr. Washburn was interviewed by a 
Herald reporter one day last week. 
The reporter rang the bell of the 
studio in the handsome new Sixiv- 
S« vent fa Street building, wondering 
the while how he would fare if it so 
happened that the "Silent Artist" 
were alone. Which very thing 
proved to be the case, for hardly had 
the tinkling of the bell died awav 
before the door was opened by a 
young man armed with pad and 
pencil. The shaft of sunlight that 
fell through the background dis- 
posed by the opened door showed 
the young man as having a slight, 
nervous, -veil knit figuie, topped by 
a very matter-of fact head thatched 
with tawny hair and animated by a 
pair of searching, blue grey eyes. 

The young man smile and bowed, 
and Bcribbled on his writing pad 

" How do you do? I am very 
glad to see you. Won't you Step 
in?" he wrote at length and it 
seemed the most natural greeting in 
ihe world, and it likewise seemed 
quite natural that he should

Editor The Deaf Mutes' Jour- 
nal — In the JOURNAL of March 
15th, appeared, under the Ohio 
head, and sub-head : " State Law- 
May Halt the F. S. D." a long 
paragraph which, as the editor of 
The Frat, the official paper of the 
F. S. D. (and as a member), I feel 
called upon to request of you some 
of your space for reply. 

The paragraph in question was 
most likely called forth by the 
evident progress being made by the 
Society in thai State, and the fact 
that such progress is not exactly 
agreeable to certain parties in the 
same State, who seem disposed to 
oppose such progress with an energy 
worthy a better cause. 

There is no question about the 
paragraph being mainly the truth 

— it was a plain statement of some 

of the laws of Ohio as they read — 
but certain facts and exceptions, or 
"exemptions," were omitted, and 
had these latter been given the 
prominence thai was given to those 
which place the Society's status in 
(he «« unlawful " class, there would 
be no occasion for me or for tiny 
other well- wisher of the Society to 
take exception thereto.

superfluous — but ihe "warning '"as 
to deriding and decrying " chari- 
table objects that they, the deaf, 
may happen to be fostering, in order 
to enrich its own coffers and the 
wallets of certain individuals 
through fees for securing new 

members," is. to say the least, 

needless and wholly uncalled for. 
The P. S. D. has not been found 
guilty of such actions. It has paid 
its "organizers" certain small 
" fees" to coinpsensate them fot ex- 
penditures In their work of secur 
ins new mem bets — a strictly legi- 
timate expense. That is all. Its 
otlieers are sure of their ground. 

Dayton Division of the Society 
was ahout to give a "celebration of 
its lirst aiiniversarv," the very 

week (March 17th) the paragraph 
appeared in the Journal — and its 
appearance was well-timed, Indeed, 
being calculated to a nicety, and
